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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT/REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Examiner's Amendment 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 

and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

In the specification : 

On page 1 1 , the first full paragraph has been replaced by the following 
paragraph, superseding the change made to the same paragraph by the Preliminary 
Amendment received 1/25/02: 

- - Fig. 6 is a table of the electrode duty in four samples A to D used in the 
experiment. In this experiment, as shown in Fig. 6, the series arm resonators 2a 
and 2b have the same structure, each having an interdigital width of about 17 pm 
between the interdigitated fingers of the interdigital electrodes 21 , and an 
electrode pitch of about 0.99 pm (the surface acoustic wave has a wavelength of 
about 1 .99 pm). Each of the resonators 2a and 2b includes a single IDT 21 
having 100 electrode finger pairs (200 fingers in total), and two reflectors 22, 
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each reflector having 100 electrode fingers. The parallel arm resonators 3a, 3b, 
and 3c have the same structure, each having an interdigital width of about 50 
|jm, and an electrode pitch of about 1 .04 fjm (the surface acoustic wave has a 
wavelength of about 2.07 pm). Each of the resonators 3a, 3b and 3c includes a 
single IDT 31 having 40 electrode finger pairs (80 fingers [pairs] in total), and two 
reflectors 32, each reflector having 100 electrode fingers. - - 



Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 3, the reasons for allowance remain as stated in paragraph 9 of 
the prior Office action dated 2/21/03. 

Regarding amended claim 1 , the prior art of record does not disclose or fairly 
suggest a surface acoustic wave (SAW) filter having every one of the specifically recited 
features, and especially also having "an insulating film deposited on and adhered to the 
interdigital electrodes" (see line 6 of the claim). The Examiner agrees with the 
argument that Nishihara et al. U.S. 5,796,205 teaches away from using such an 
insulating film (see the last paragraph on page 6 of 8 through the third paragraph on 
page 7 of 8 in the amendment received 1 1/6/03), thereby rendering Nishihara et al. an 
improper reference to use in any combination with a SAW filter having an insulating film 
on the interdigital electrodes. Nishihara et al. is the only prior art reference of record 
that teaches the feature of the parallel resonators having an electrode duty greater than 
that of the series arm resonators (see lines 12-13 of the claim) and, as discussed 
above, Nishihara et al. has been eliminated as a viable reference. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Conclusion 

3. It should be noted that it appears an IDS was filed 7/1 8/03, but that the form 
PTO-1449 was not scanned into the Image File Wrapper (IFW) system. Therefore, the 
Examiner has cited Kadota et al. JP 11 -330905, which appears to be an equivalent of 
the scanned Japanese document submitted 7/18/03, on the accompanying PTO-892.
